Company's weekly review of trade says 
The business outlook is much like an 

April day. with alternate clouds aud 
sunshine. In s uiie branches strong im 
proveineut still cnnvniues, while lu 
others trade i.^ diiniiiishing. Strikt'^ 
lo-ftn for the time the working; forcp 
perhaps ns niuch as it is ofherwiso in- 
creased, bat the strike of the giirnu'nt 
makers spreads s j rai>iclly that an eanv 
end Is cousulerod dTtain. while t\\t 
strikes in the •Mti<;ii mills have ad- 
vanced price.s so luuch that a settlement 
is thought not di-tunt. 

The government crop report is expect- 
ed to foreshadow a great loss in coi i, 
while oth^ observers believe lepo" • 
natorially exaggerated and estimates ot 
till- yield range al! the wav from 1,.500, 
000,000 to 1,700,0(10,000. This uucer- 
tainty affecta busmess prospects to some 
extent and an advance of half a cent 
the past week has followed receipts n >t 
half those of the same week last year. 
Wlieat receipts have been 6,077, 1.07 
bushels, against 4,650,3U7 last year, and 
yet the price advanced half a cent, al- 
though Atlantic exports were only 
1,158,074 bushels, against 3,111,644 lust 
year. Pork advanced 86 cents per bar- 
rel aud lard 26 cents per 100, as smallet 
estimates of the corn supply were enter 
tained. 

The flrst bills against spot cotton oi 
the new crop have appeared, and Tlu 
Financial Chronicle esnmates the yield 
at 8.600,000 to U,000,000 bales, its record 
of last year's crop being 7,537,2:1 bales, 
though late iu the year some pnmhetr 
predicted only 0,500,000 bales. To all 
appearance the new crop will exceed 
the maximum world's consumption i>t 
Amorica, of which the stook canieo 
over Sept. 1, here and abroad, was

'i'wo hours passed and the physician 
did not return. Unable to bear the sus 
peuse longer Mi's. Conkling caused u 
man to be sent to the doctor's office, 
where everything was found in the 
utmost ooUfusion, the furniture over 
turned and smashed, and the evideno 
of > fearful struggle on every baud 
i i,r doctor was nowhere to be found.

Curi \(!0, Sept. 8.— The examination 
o' i . iKvay strikcr.s was begun yesterday 
I., rile trial of the American Railway 
uinoi) oflicials. Switchman Krieger of 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
testified that Con McAuliffo, heud of 
tlie Milwaukee American Railway 
union, had come to him writh a requeet 
from Debs that all the Milwaukee rail- 
way meu strike. 

"McAultffe said that Debs was sure 
wc wonld win," the witness said, "and 
urged us td go out. I replieil that if we 
could be assured that our places would 
be secure if the strike should be lost, 
that the men would strike. Not many 
of them went out. however. ' ' 

A fireman on the St. Paul road testi- 
fied that he had left his place because 
of intimidation, and an engineer on the 
same line said he was told that if he did 
not leave his engine he would never get 
out of Chica^ aiiTe. 

William L Henry of Kankakee, n 
switchman in the employ of the Oil- 
uois, Indiana and Iowa railroad, was 
the next vritnees and one of the meet 
important offered by the government, 
because he had personally received a 
telegram ordering him to call out the 
men. Mr. Irwin objected to the testi- 
mony becau!«e it coucerued a road not 
included in the injunction, bat the 
court decided to admit the evi<icuce as 
possibly throwing liglit on the inten- 
tions of the respondents. Replying to 
Mr. Walker the witness produced sev- 
eral telegrams he received at Kan'iakce, 
signed E. V. Dobs. All of the.se he 
read. The first was received hy wit- 
ness on .Inly 1 and rend: " A eont meas- 
ures to get Hig Four out. rro.iiisi.- pro- 
tection to :ill, wjieilicr members are not. 
Appoint gooil committee ondvrire name 
of chairinau." 

At that tmie witness w:ls a member 
of the American Kailw.iy union. Wit- 
ness showed tlie telegiaiii wh'.n he re- 
ceived it to sevi'ral BWitclinion, bu' took 
no further action. 

At the atternoon sess-ion several wit- 
nesses took th« stand and tistitied to 
acts of viiileiice committed at va>ious 
points during the continuance of the 
strike. Their evidence was streuu uisly 
objected to by tie- d feuse on the 
ground that ir w.is wholly foiei;;n to 
the issue because it did not show that 
any of the actual dcfendutits in tne 
case— Debs, Howard, Keliiicr, Rogers 
or any of the other directors of the 
American Railway union— were iu any 
way connected with such disturbances. 
Mr. Walker, assistant United States at- 
torney, always replied that he would 
show how the connection came later, 
aud the evidence was promtly admitted 
by the court upon that assurance. 

The defense objected to all testimony 
that dealt with the acts of the strikers 
before July 2, the day on which she in- 
junctiou of Judges Wood and Gru-wsup, 
the basis of the contempt suits, vrws 
posted. In overruling this objection 
tlie court said that oueh evidence was 
admitted to show that the situation on 
the days immediately succeeding the 
posting of the injunction was no oetter 
than before, or, in other words, that so 
attention was paid to the orders of the 
court. 

Just before the afternoon session ad- 
journed Mr. Irwin arose and burst into 
a heated denunciation of the govern- 
ment's attonwys. He said: "The gov- 
ernment has no more right to lay before 
yuur honor this strained coudition of 
public duty than it has to vex the public 
by this proceeding. ' ' 

Judge Woods seemed surprised at Mr. 
Erwiii's sudden outbreak, then leaning 
forward in his chair, calmly said: 

"The court, of course, gives c\>unsel 
credit for caiiilor in all of hi.s ()bjcctions, 
ami lias not announced tu the cjiiilrary 
lu one w.iv or anothiT, and so fiu' as the 
burden thrtm n on the court is con- 
cerned the court will necessarily have 
to Ix'ar it. Hut it is expressly averred 
in this iiiforniatioii that these scenes of 
vi(jleiice did go on, and that your peo- 
ple were responsible for them. Now, I 
don't pretend to know or say or guess 
how far the govern. neiit can carry its 
proof in that resi>'ct, but I don't see, 
because one witness has testified to a 
thing, that I not have the right to oUow 
another to testify to the same thing. 

"Of course, so far as the public iscou- 
corned, it is desirable that no mistake 
shall be made, and in the end it will be 
thu responsible duiy of the court to put 
the mutter in shape so that the publio 
will understand how we huTt pro- 
seeded." 

Adjourned.

Nothing could be worse for 
tJiein than a revival. If trade continues 
depresHed they may win; if trade revives 
and 8liowt< that it has parmaiMnUy re- 
vived, they will lose. 

It is the perversity of tate that trade 
refuses to go to the bow-wows in verifi- 
cation of their predictions. Thedisosterti 
that were to flood the country as soon as 
the coping was knocked off the McKin- 
iey wall refuse to show np. On the con- 
trary, there is a weel defined impulae to- 
ward a general improvement in trade. 
Attempts to deny this, to belittle the 
extent of it, or to shake confidence in the 
permanence of it, are resorted to in vain. 
The evidence is too strong. It looks verv 
much as if it would be difflcult to work 
the old confidence game at the polls this 
time. The Republican press keeps np a 
liHinal chant of pessimism, bat mark 
iiow the hum of industry breaks in on 
the dolorous tune. 
The Dry Goods Economist says that 
if there lias lieeii any question touching 
the genuineness of the iinproveiiient in 
wliolenalf Imsiness, there cnn ct-rtninly 
he no (Uiul)t about tlie matter in New 
York this week.'' 

"Clalllin'f, \\hi<,'li is one of the besat 
l)aroiiieters in tlie trade, has looked as it 
lid in aiite-|ianic times, and all the joli- 
bers have done an excellent business. In 
many of the domestic dress goods houses 
the rush lias been of an exhilarating 
lescription. An Economist man this 
week asked the manager of one of the 
]ironiint'iit accounts how things wert 
going, and for a reply was told that they 
expe( te<l next v\eek to begin selling the 
tables and gas fixtures as there WOOld be 
nothing else left to sell.' " 

Tlie luiiiber trade is surviving even the 
shock of free lumber. The Southern 
Lumberman says there ia a decided im- 
provement in business: 

"There is certainly atone of confidence 
in the market and a more hopeful feeling 
as to fall and winter trade. At Eastern 
points, like Boston, this feeling is 
s|>e('ially manifest. 'The Boston market 
for lumber ia decidedly better in some 
lireetions, with inoreaied Inquiry. The 
tariff act has not materially cnanged the 
situation for the present as regards free 
lumber, except that larger snppliea are 
.\pecied to be sent in from Canada in a 
finished state and less in the rough. 
There is a fair demand at Boston for all 
kinds of southern lumber— rift flooring 
taking the lead, and tlie demand for 
yprees steady. In tlie hike markets 
trade is good and niovenieni ijuile 
ictive."

lowest i>rices reached this year, and in 
some cases are below that level. Raw 
material is (crtainly cheap. Reports 
have it that Mesaba ore has lieen offered 
below $LM.'5. A Bignilieant fact ia that 
American cotton tie makers have captured 
orders (luring the week in competition 
against free foreign cotton ties. Ability 
to make (juick delivery heljied them, but 
it does begin to look as though they will 
be able to bold a verv big snare of the 
business if they are fairly rapported by 
the billet millfl and get decent rates of 
freight." 

This last is a crowning injury— the 
successful competition of a formerly 
pampered industry with the free product 
of foreign labor. 

Reports are of great activity at all th 
pig-iron furnaces, and the Clucago letter 
of the Engineering and Mining Journal 
says that "with the pig-iron on haml, 
and with the accumulation of orders of 
the past few weeks and those bound to 
cume in, it can be safelv said that the 
furnaces will have all tfiey can do for 
months to come to turn out enough to 
supply the demand."
